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New Federal Courthouse Nears il W 
Completion: Security Plan Studied District County Council Seat 


_ Former Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weidenfeld announced 
this week his candidacy for the Fourth Councilmanic Dist- 
rict of Prince Georges County. Weidenfeld, a Democrat, 
is seeking the county council seat held by Richard Castaldi, 
who is now a candidate for county executive. IThe district 
includes Bowie, Greenbelt, Glenn Dale, Mitchellville and 
portions of Lanham and Seabrook.

The new Federal Court- 
house in Greenbelt is expect- 
ed to be “up and running” 
on August 1, according to 
General Services Admini- 
stration (GSA) Project Di- 
rector Harry Debes. “It’s 
been hard to maintain the 
timetable,” he said, citing 
the harsh winter weather 
and the delay in construction 
of water and sewer lines. 
Obtaining adequate funding 
for courthouse _ security 
guards has also proved frus- 
trating. 

‘Located adjacent to Capital Of- 
fice Park (COP) north of Cher- 
rywood Lane near Edmonston 
Road (Kenilworth Avenue), the 
facility is situated on a 9.3 acre 
tract. The (property, originally 
part of the Beltsville Agricu'tur- 
al Research Center (BARC), was 
annexed by the city in 1993. The 
courthouse, not yet officially 
named, will house the Southern 


Court of the District of Mary- 
land, The facility, a satellite of 
the Federal (Garmatz) Court- 
house im Baltimore,, will serve 
Prince Georges, Montgomery, 
Calvert, Charles and St, Mary’s 
counties, About 85% of the $35 
million, 180,000 square foot build- 
ing is complete, including the 
golden buff limestone trim, scenic 
circular roof and a parking ga- 
rage. Construction started in 
1991. ‘ 


Differences in the roles that 
GSA and COP would play in 
bringing water and sewer lines 
to the new courthouse led to a 
delay in construction. During 
early discussions about the pro- 
posed courthouse, it was reported 
that Capital Office Park and Gen- 
eral Services Admanistration 
would cooperate in bringing sew- 
er and water lines to the north 
side of Cherrywood Lane where 
the courthouse is sited and where 
two or three additional COP office 
buildings are planned. To connect 
water and sewer lines to the 
eourthouse from those existing, 
it was necessary to run the lines 
through COP property. } 

According to Debes, “both par- 
ties saw the merit of working 
in @ cooperative spirit . .. We 
thought we had an understanding 
that COP would provide a free 
easement for the lines which GSA 
would construct and accommo- 
date COP’s future building flow.” 

Developer Richard Perkins as- 
serted: “We cooperated fully 
with GSA from the beginning to 
assure they have a right-of-way. 
They got what they needed. .. We 
have given legal and engineering 
assistance at greater expense 
than the money being reimbursed 
by GSA for tthe easement,” 

Diane Lucci, design manager for 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission’s (WSSC) Pro- 


ject Development Division told the. 
News Review that WSSC finally 
negotiated “fa right-of-way agree- 
ment with the property owners 
.. . and that the total job costs 

. payment for the right-of- 
way and costs of the construction 

. will be paid for by GSA.” 
Luce? noted, “We could not con- 
tract the job until the right-of- 
way was released.” 


Courthouse Security 
U.S. Marshal Scott A. Sewell 
is seeking ‘additional funds for 
hiring more courthouse security 
guards to adequately protect the 
new courthouse. Unless the bud- 
get is expanded for this purpose, 
Sewell says he will recommend 
to ithe judges that ithe opening of 

the courthouse be delayed. 


Eighteen guards are needed to 
provide 24 hour security, Five 
guards, Sewell notes, will be 
shifted to the new facility from 
the Rockville and Hyattsville 
courthouses. Both will close when 
when the new federal building 
opens, 





Sewell, who oversees a staff of 
69 deputy marshals and court 
security officers in Baltimore, told 
the News Review that he is re- 
See COURTHOUSE, page 9, c.

Doll Exhibit Opens Sunday

Who can resist a doll? Haven’t we all slowed down at 
a toy store doll display, or marvelled at the wonderful doll- 
house at the Smithsgnian, or gone to sleep as a youngster 
with an arm wrapped around a stuffed animal? 


The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum (FOGM) invites young 
and young-at-heart. to an exhibit 
of dolls at the museum. opening 
Sunday, April 17. The show, to 
remain on display through July, 
will feature dolls, stuffed ani- 
mals and dollhouse furniture 
from the 1930s and 40s. The 
Greenbelt Museum is located at 
10-B Crescent Road. 


Dolls in America 


Dolls have had an important 


role in the social.lives of people 


since prehistoric times, primarily 
as playthings for children. In 
America, before and after Euro- 
peans arrived as settlers, dolls 
were handmade and were one- 
of-a-kind, fashioned from read- 
ily available or discarded ma- 
terials. As manufactured toys 
began to make their appearance, 
imported dolls quickly monopo- 
lized the American doll market. 
The most famous doll-makers of 
the 18th Century were European- 
German, English and French. 
Their dolls were made of wood, 
metal, wax and china, Since 
breakable materials were fragile, 
it was common to make only 
the head, hands and feet out of 
china, bisque or composition ma- 
terial.

were papier-mache. The first 
American papier-mache doll head 
patented in the United States, a 
copy of a German head, appeared 
in 1858, After the end of World 
War I, dolls made in America 
began to dominate the home mar- 
ket. By the 1980s, when Green- 
belt was built, almost all the 
dolls sold in America were manu- 
factured here. 

The items on display in the 
exhibit date from the 1930s or 
40s, or are representative of the 
era. The Museum’s own Shirley 


Temple doll, the baby doll in the 


carriage, and the Charlie McCar- 
thy look-alike were the inspira- 
tion for this exhibit. Thanks to 
the generosity of Bonnie Shields. 
Sandra Lange, Linda Warner, 
[Anne Meglis and Dorothy Gropp. 
who made loans from their pri- 
vate collections, the exhibit prom- 
ises to be a popular one. There 
are baby dolls, girl dolls and 
their wardrobes, character dolls.

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Co Gardener's Tips

As we enter the mid-spring 
season, the flowering trees and 
shrubs continue to display won- 
derful swaths of color around the 
city. Walking in Roosevelt Cen- 
ter Mal] or driving along Han- 
over Parkway is like going 
through a tunnel of white flowers 
now that the Bradford Pears are 
blooming, And any day now the 
crabapple trees will bloom. And 
especially beautiful are the lime 
of them along Ridge Road. To 
see them and smell them is a 
treat. 

One of our most beautiful flow- 


ering native trees, the shadbush, 
is now in bloom. The delicate 
white blossoms on these small 
trees can be seen around the 
city in plantings. (such as the 
underpass near Hillside Road), 
and in parks (Schrom Hills Park, 
the Lake Park, Parcel] 1, and the 
72 acre tract). 

An especially nice display of 
them js along Crescent Road in 
the Lake Park. 

Some call it by its Latin name. 
amelanchier. and some call it 
juneberry. for when the berries 
ripen. It is also called shadbush 
or shadblow because it blooms 


at the same time that the shad 
migrate into our local streams 
and rivers to spawn. If you can 
stand al] the bones the delicious 
taste of this fish is a real spring- 
time treat. 

The shadbush is just one of 
the most obvious of the spring 
blooming wildflowers, Many na- 
tive wildflowers bloom in April 
before the leaves on the trees are 
fully grown. Unfortunately there 
are few wildflowers growing in 
our parks. Lock closely, especial- 
ly in the stream valleys and you 
may see a few. 

You can plant wildflowers in 
a tree shaded yard, For a few 
weeks in the spring they can 
brighten up the shady spots in 
which all too few flowers can 


thrive. Please buy, don’t collect 
wildflowers from the wild. Not 
only is it an environmental no-no 
to take plants from our parks, 
but collected plants are very hard 
to transplant successfully. 

As I've said before, spring 
flowering bulbs can also brighten 
up the shady yard. as well as the 
sunny yard. The late blooming 
daffodils are now coming into 
bloom. Many varieties have sev- 
eral flowers on one stalk and 
are very fragrant, Two very

luctant to assign some of the 
Bailtimore courthouse guards to 
Greenbelt, He fears it will ‘comp- 
romise the security of the jud- 
ges” and would result in switch- 
ing to a 12 hour a day security 
and using electronic security for 
the other half of the day. 

Jesse Jacobs, press secretary 
for Congressman Steny Hoyer, 
said thaitt Hoyer “is well aware 
of these concerns and has raised 
the issue with Congressman Neil 
Smith, the chair of the Com- 
merce, Justice, State and Judici- 
ary Committee. We are working 
to come to a resolution of this 
problem so that the courthouse 
has adequate security staffing.” 

In ‘the meantime representa- 
tives of the U.S. Marshal's office, 
Greenbelt Police Department and 
U.S. Park Police have been meet- 
ing monthly, A memorandum of 
understanding is being drawn up 
to designate which department 
will be called upon in the event 
of a crime in the parking lot, 
larceny, or assaults or if a major 
incident occurs inside the court-

Sewell said his staff in Balti-

Couthouse Location 

The battle for a federal court- 
house in the Prince Georges/ 
Montgomery area has spanned 
about 17 years. Originally the 
effort was to create a separate 
completely autonomous southern 


district with the Baltimore 
courthouse serving the northern 
district. That focus changed 


over the years. Thus, the newly 
created southern district court 
is not a separate entity. The 
chief judge and chief clerk of 
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of the court will continue to be 
located jn the Baltimore court- 
house, 

In 1987 Representative Steny 
H. Hoyer (D-Md), who played 
a significant role in creating the 


Southern Division, introduced 
legislation to establish a south- 
ern branch of the Baltimore 


court, Moved through the Senate 
by Senators Paul Sarbanes and 
Barbara Mikulski, the measure 
was approved by Congress in 
1988. The legislation stipulated 
that the new court would be lo- 
cated in Prince Georges County 
within five miles of the Mont- 
gomery County border and that 
it would be used for federal crim- 
inal and civil cases originating 
in the five counties comprising 
the southern divisicn of the U. S, 
District Court of Maryland. 
Among the major sites studied 
were properties located in Hy- 
attsville, Laurel and two on BiA- 
RC land. BARC’s Cherrywood 
Lane/Edmonston Road tract was 
considered most desirable  be- 
cause of its accessibility to the 
Beltway, major highways, the 
Greenbelt Metro and access to 
Montgomery County.

volunteer, he has presided over 
some of Montgomery County’s 
most publicized trials, 

Williams is Prince Georges 
County’s State’s Attorney and 
chief prosecutor, Fred Millhiser, 
legislative counsel for Senator 
Sarbanes, observed that the sen- 
ator and president “fully support 
Williams’ nominaticn,” which is 
pending and will be heard before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Millhiser pointed out that ju- 
dicial appointments do not spe- 
cify where judges will sit. This 
function, he noted, is the respon- 
sibility of the management di- 
vision of the court. 

Joseph Haas, clerk of the 
court in Baltimore’s federal court, 
told the News Review that both 
Chasanow and Messite “have 
come aboard and are in chambers 
in Baltimore and trying cases.”

Staffing 


Haas observed that there would 
be “very little new hiring” of 


employees, The Probation Office 


and staff now located in Prince 
Georges Plaza and the Rockville 
Bankruptcy Court, will be shifted 
to the new courthouse. Some 
personnel will also come from 
other offices where there has been 
downsizing, such as in the Dist- 
rict of Columbia’s Bankruptcy 
Court. 

The new courthouse will house 
seven courtrooms (District, Bank- 
ruptey and Magistrate Courts) 
and space for U.S. attorneys, 
trustees, marshals, GSA conces- 
sions and a satellite office for 
the incumbent Congressman. 

However, the Public Defend- 
er’s office and staff will not be 
located in the courthouse but in 
a nearby office building. ‘“Nat- 
tionally.” Haas said, ‘defense 
lawyers and prosecutors are not 
housed in the same court.”
